He is a young man, about 
20 years old. Approximately 180 cm tall. Blond, a little curling 
hair. Born in VIEKSNIAI. He is studying engineering. A rather 
merry guy. We spoke about various things. When I asked how things 
look like in my home -country now, they both suggested that I 
should come and see...

As it was already time for me to leave this Vil- 
lage, I took leave from them at about 20.45 hrs. I asked MYKOLAS R. 
to come to meet me to-morrow at the Club in the Village, and he pro- 
mised to do that. 

About that Idthuanian Z. JUKNA. I am not able to tell much, because 
the time was too short. He, like MYKOIAS R. , does not make a bad 
impression. He seems to be a simple, rather talkative man, although 
sometimes, when I ask certain things or make certain remarks, he 
is a little uncomfortable, embarrassed* then he smiles, shrugs his 
shoulders * and says: "What can I say you, you know it just too well
